There was an uuconfirmed re- 
port in the business world this 
week concerning the sale of the 
Lexington & Eastern railroad to 
the 0. & O. It is hardly proba- 
ble that the L. & E. people 
would sell their property, as it is 
worth much more than the larger 
corporation would be willing to 
pay. Its passenger and freight is 
immense and the company would 
hardly consider a proposition 
such as the 0, AO. would make. 
The territory traversed by the 
I*xington and Eastern is practic- 
ally untouched there is an abun- 
dance of coal on its line and a 
irood market for it. Ixmg trains 
loaded with lumber, railroad ties 
large timbers and other products 
of the mountain forests are daily 
hauled by the company. The 
recent discovery of oil and gas in 
this territory is destined to make 
it one of the important lines of 
the state. A fact not generally 
known is«ihat on the company's 
right-of-way in Lee county agood 
pressure of natural gas was found 
It is not one of the big trunk line 
that get in the papers every day 
but it does a powerful big busi- 
ness.— Beattyville News.

and etc., and centralizes the 
whole power in the hands of a 
paid county hoard that can em- 
ploy teachers whether they are 
satisfactory or not. We believe 
the patrons of each school dis- 
trict are the best judges of their 
needs and wants and that the 
right and privilege to conduct 
and control! their own affairs, 
should not be taken from them. 

We do not know it,and have no 
evidence now to prove it, but it 
is our opinion that the big puls- 
lishers of school books, maps, 
charts and etc., and the manufac- 
turers of schoolhouse furniture, 
supplies and etc., are behind this 
scheme. These concerns have 
dipped their hands into the 
school laws of every State when 
ever they could. As a rule it is 
much easier for those concerns to 
deal with a county school board 
than it is with the trustees of 
each school district, and whether 
or not they are behind the pro 
posed law they will welcome it, 
for it will be on their liking.— 
Paris (Jarette.
